Taxation Discussed 

At Brady School 

The first meeting of the Manitou 
Lake. G. G. Mutual Improvement So¬ 
ciety was held in the Brady school. 
Wednesday evening. January 14th. 

The attendance was not large owing 
to the inclement weather, but those 
who were present had a most enjoy¬ 
able time, and heard a splendid paper, 
given by Mr James Loy. on ‘Taxation 1 

Mr Loy limited himself to Municipal 
Taxation,! and itoolc up the various 
taxes that come under the local aut¬ 
horities. The telephone tax of $19.75 
per quarter section, and $12.50 for up¬ 
keep and switching could, be reduced 
if the telephone was installed in every 
home in the district, said Mr Loy. 

V- 

He fully explained the Saskatche¬ 
wan telephone tax, and then proceeded 
ot the school taj{, which, he said, ev¬ 
erybody should be proud to pay as it 
would almost be impossible to live 
with out schools; This tax ranged 
from 4 to 11 mills in the dollar, or 
from $8.00 to $22<00 per quarter sec¬ 
tion. 

The Supplementary Tax of lc. per 
acre or $130 pr School district was 
more than returned in the school grant 
given by the government. 

He eulogigzed the Public Revenue 
Tax and also the Wild Lands Tax,! 
while the Gopher Tax of $3.00 per] 
quarter section Qf uncultivated land 
benefitted the district in two ways. 
One war was that the poison put on 
these lands was j highly beneficial to 
the farmers, and also th^sf .^ifcy was 
returned to the people fa^^p|ig the 
poison out. The ( Munici^Taf. tax of 8 
mils in the Loy, .Was in 

lii's opinion not hi&A 'enough, as this! 
revenue had to provide, not only fori 
the expenses of the Municipality, but! 
a’t its present rate, only allowed for 3 I 
days roadwork in the year, for those 
ratepayers wh 0 were desirous of mak- j 
ing better roads. In dealing with the 
Income tax Mr. Loy said that the mar¬ 
ried man who made $2,000 per year 
clear, and the single man who made 
$1,000 clear would only be too pleased 
to pay it rather han have a head 
tax on their stock, as was the case 
where he previously resided in the 
United States, The Automobile itax he 
said was taxing a luxury, and rightly 
so. for a car was harder on Ithe roads 
than a wagon, or buggy while the 
money so derived was spent in repair¬ 
ing the roads, thus providing extra 
work. At the present rate the Auto 
tax meant $95 per division for road 
repair. 

A discussion followed 

On he motion of the President, sec¬ 
onded by J. Coe, a hearty vote of 
thanks was tendered to Mr. Loy for 
his interesting and educative paper, 
to which he suitably replied.

The energetic young wife often 
renders valuable assistance while 
a start is being made by assist¬ 
ing in outdoor tasks, but as age 
creeps over her and, the 1 demands 
of the growing children tax her 
to the -extreme- it becomes an hu¬ 
man impossibility for any but the 
very strongest of motreris to serve 
L:i v the dual ‘capacity of outside 
helper and keeper of the- home.

To Dairymen 

“It is one thing to put a cow 
in proper condition to secrete a 
large quantity of milk and to se¬ 
cure it by the actual operation of 
milking and procuring all the cow 
is capable of producing, is quite 
another matter. All milkers can 
not, or at least, do not do it, and 
there is- a reason. Tli-e udder of 
the cow is a delicate piece of 
machinery, and quite as -sensi¬ 
tive to abus-e and improper hand¬ 
ling as is a water. Few Dairy¬ 
men realize this, and hence, to 
avoid loss, it is essential to know 
something about the- structure 
and part the udder plays in milk 
production- It is wrong to -sup¬ 
pose that it is simply a sack in 
which the milk is stored during 
the day to be drawn off at night 
The udder is just one large col¬ 
lection of eavaties, or milk se¬ 
creting cells or pouches, and sur¬ 
rounded by a network of arter¬ 
ies or veins.

hanging on to- rer heels, or per¬ 
suaded to “hist” with a few raps 
from the milking stool. The 
milk producing system of a cow 
readily withold both quality and 
gegt her full capacity unless in 
response to nervous stimulation. 
To do her best, she must be in a 
pleasant mood. Any little influ¬ 
ence that will excite her will 
make a difference in the milk 
yield, and is nvariably shown in 
■tre milk test. For example : one 
cow will object to whistling 
while she likes singing. Another 
has opposite views on the matter. 
However, no cow can be soothed 
with profane language, while 
most of them prefer absolute quiet 
to any form of entertainment- 
There is no denying the fact 
that milking a dairy cow is a very 
important phase of her manage¬ 
ment. We have watched with a 
good deal of interest the men who 
milk cows that are on a test. 
These men are always selected for 
this work because of their ability 
to get the last drop of fat arid the 
last -ounce of milk the cews- are 
capable of giving- Invariably they 
are rapid and business-like in 
their movements. Usually a slow 
milker is a poor milker, and fails 



to secure the best results. 

The careful man insists on milk¬ 
ing the- same number of cows him¬ 
self instead of changing about 
with other milkers. More over, 
the cows should he milked in cus¬ 
tomary order, and at the same 
time each day. Always make 
sure and be -careful that the ani¬ 
mal has been milked -dry. Care¬ 
lessness- in this respect means a 
considerable loss in the course of 
a year. 

The man who milks a cow has 
more- influence on her capacity 
as a money-maker than is usual¬ 
ly accredited to him.

As was the case wherever I went, my accent betrayed my Amer¬ 
ican birth; and again, as an American Expeditionary Force of one, 
I was srown many favours. Private Shorty Holloway, upon learn¬ 
ing that I was a “Yank,” offered to- tell me “-every blooming thing 
about the tirenchels. that, a bloke needs to know..’’ I was only to-o 
glad to- place myself under his instruction. 

“Right you are!” said Shorty; “now, sit down ’ere w’ile I'm 
goin’ over me .shirt, an’ arsk me anything y-er a mind to.” I began 
immediately by asking him what hie> meant- by “gong -over” his- shirt.

better wire than wot we ’ave, an’ more of it. An’ Vs got more 
machine guns, more .artilery, more shells. The yam’t got am!y little 
old man-killer ever invented wot they 'ave n’t got more: of than we 
’ave. An’ at ’ome tney’re as’ying’, ‘W’y don’t they get on with 
it? W’y don’t they smash through?’ Let some' of ’em come out 
’ere an’ ’ave a try! That’s all I got to sty.” 

I did n’t tell Shorty that I had been, not exactly an armchair 
critic, but at; least a barrack-room critic in England. , I had won¬ 
dered why British, and French troops had failed to smash through. 
A few weeks in the trencres gave me a new viewpoint. I could 
only womdeV at the magnificient fighting qualities of soldiers who 
had held their own so effectively against armies equipped and armed 
and munitioned as- the Germans were. 

After he had flushed dragging his- treqeh pets-, Shorty and I 
made a tour of the trenches. I was much surprized at seeing how 
clean and comfortable- trey can be kept in pleasant summer weather. 
Men were busily at w-ork sweeping up the walks, colecti-ng the rub¬ 
bish, which was put into: sondbags hung on p-e-gs at intervals along 
the fire trench- At night th-e refuse was taken back of this- trenches 
and huri-e-d- Most of this work devolved upon the pioneers, who-s'e 
business it was to kee-p the trenches sanitary. 

The fire r-encr was built in much the same way as those we had 
made during out training in England. In pattern t wa-s something 
like a telsielated border. For the space of five yards it ran straight, 
then it turned at right angles around a traverse of-s-olid earth six 
feet square, then straight again for another five yards, then round 
another traverse, and so through tout the lengtgh of the line. Each 
five yard segment wrich is-called a “bay” offered firing room for 
five men. The traverses, of course, were for the purpose of pre¬ 
venting enfiladng fire. They also limited the -execution which 
might be- dlone b^ -one shell Even so- they were not an- unmixed 
blessing, for they were always n the way when you wanted to gat 
anywhere in a hurry. 

“An’ you are in -a hurry v/’e-n you sees a Minnie- (Minnenwerrer) 
eomin’ your w’y. But you get trench legs after a w’ile. It’ll 
be a funny -sight to see- blokes w-alkin’ along- tre streets in Lunn-on 
w’en the war’s over. They’ll be s-o used to dodgin’ in an’ out o’ 
traverses they won’t be able to go> in a straight' line.” 

As we walked through the firing line trenches, I co-uld quite 
understand the posibility of one’s acquiring trench legs. Five 
paces forwards,, two to the right, two to the left, two to the- left 
dgain. then five to the right, and so on Switzerland.

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of the ground. I am not in a‘position .either to affirm or to ques¬ 
tion this statement. My own experience was confined to that- part 
of tre British, front which lies between Massines in Belgium and 
Loos, in France. There, certanly, one eo-uld wak for miles, through 
an intricate maze ‘of continuous underground' pasageis. 

But the firing line- was neither t traffic route nor a promenade- 
The*great bulk of the inter-trench business passed along the travel¬ 
ling trench, about fifteen ards in the rear of the fire trench and run¬ 
ning parallel to it- The two were- connected by many passageways, 
the chi-ef difference' between them being that tre fire trench was the 
business district, white the travelling trench was primarily re'sidientai 
Along the latter was- built most of the dug outs, .lavatories, and trench 
kitchens. The 'sleeping quarters for the- men were not very ela¬ 
borate. Recesses wer made in the wall of the- trench about two 
feet above tre flo-or. They were not more than three feet high, so 
that one had to crawl in head first when going to bed. They were 
partitioned in th-e middle, and were supposed, to- offe-r accomodation 
for four men, two on each side. Bu-t, as Shorty said, everything 
depended on the ration allowance. Two- men who had eaten to 
repletion could not hope to- occupy the s-am-e- apartment. O-n-e had 
the choice -of going to- bed hungry or of eating reart,ily and sle-e-ping 
outside -on the firing-bench. 

“’Era’s a funny thing.” he- -said. “W’y d-o you suppose they 
makes- the dh-gouts- open at -one end?” 

I had no explanation to offer. 

‘ ‘ Crawl inside an ’ I ’ll show you 1 ’ ’ 

I stood y rifle against the iside -of the trench and cre-pt in. 

“Now, yer suppo's-ed to- be asleep,” said Sho-rty, and. with that he 
gfave me a wrack on the soles of my boots with his- entrenching 
tol handle. I can still feel the pain of the bl-ow. 

“Stand to,! Wyk-e up ’ere! Stand to!” he shouted, and gave 
another resounding wa-ll-op. 

I backed up with all haste- 

“Get th-e- id-ea? That’s ’ow they wyke-s- you up at stand-to-, or 
w’en your turn eomie-s feV sentry. Not had, wot?” 

I said that it all depeneded on whether -one- was doing the waking 
or the- sleeping, and: that for my part, When sleeping, I would lay 
Avitr my head out- 

“You would n’t if yo-u belonged to- our lot. They'd give it to 
you on the mapper just as quick at ’it you on the feet- You ain’t 
on to- the- games that’s, all. Let m-e sho wyou suthin’.” 

He crept in-side- -an drew his- knees up to, his chest s-o that his 
feet were well out -of reach. At hi's suggestion I tried to use the 
active service alarm clock on him, but there was n-o-t room enough 
in wrich to wield it. My feet were- tinging from the- effect of his 
blows, and I felt: that the reputation of Kitchener’s, Mob was- at 
stake. In a moment of inspiration I s-eized the rifle, and gave him 
a dig in the sbns wth th-e butt, and shouted, “Stand t-o, Shorty!” He 
came cut rubbing his legs- ruefully. . 

“You got the iidre-a, mate,” he said. “That’sjust wot they does 
w’en you try to d-niubteeross ’em by pulling yer feet in. I ain’t.sure 
where I likes it best, on the srins or on the feet.” 

Ths explanation of the reason for building three-sided dug-outs, 
while not, of course, being the true one, was none the less- interesting. 
'• certain-ly the task of amusing sleeping men for sentry d-uty was 
greatly facilitated with rows of protuding boot s-oles “simply arskin’ 
to be ’it,” as Shorty puts it. 


All dugouts for privates and N.C.Os 
were of equal size and built on the 
same model, the reason being that the 
walls and floors, which were made of 
wood, and the roofs which were of corl 
rugated iron, were put tog'ethor in 
sections at the headquarters of the 
Royal Engineers, who superintended 
ail the work of trench construction. 
The material was brought up at night 
ready to be fitted into excavations. 
Furthermore with thousands of men to 
house within a very limited area, the 
space’was a most important consider¬ 
ation. There was no room for in¬ 
dulging individual tastes in dugout 
architecture. The roof s were covered 
e-d with from three to four feet of 
earth which made them-proof against 
shrapnel or shell splinters. In case 
of a very heavy bombardment with 
high explosives, the men took shelter 
in deep and narrow “slip thenches” 
Thuja .were blind alley ways leading 


off from the travelling trench, with 
room fo r ten to fifteen men in each. 

At this part of the line there were 
none of the very deep shejll proof 
shelters, from fifteen to twenty feet 
below the surface of the ground, of 
which I had read. Most of the men 
seemed to be glad of this. They pre. 
ferred taking chances in an open 
trench during heavy shell fire. 

Realists and Romanticist lived side 
by side in the travelling trench. “My 
Little Gray Home in tne West’’ was 
the modest legend over one apartment 
The Ritz Carlton" was next door to 
“The Rats’ Retreat” with “Vermin 
Villa” next door but one. “The Sui¬ 
cide Club’’ was the suburban resi¬ 
dence of some members of the bomb¬ 
ing squad. I remarked that the 
bombers seemed to take rather a pes¬ 
simistic view of their profession, and 
Shorty remarked that if there were 
any men slated for the Order of the 


Wooden Cross the bombers were those 
unfortunate ones. In an assault they 
were first at the enemies position. 
They had dangerous work to do even 
the quietest days. But theirs was a 
post of honor, and no one of them but 
was proud of his membership in the 
Suicide Club.

Winter Rations For 

Breeding Sows 

Rations Which Have Hroven Satis¬ 
factory By Dept* Of Animal Hus¬ 
bandry. Alberta 

' Results of numerous experiments 
conducted by the Department of Anl- 
mol Husbandry .of tne University of 
Alberta indicate clearly the import¬ 
ance of selecting the right kind of 
feeds for wintering pregnant sows. 

Such natural feeds as barley and 
frozen wheat when fed as a single 
feed t 0 young brood sows resulted in 
undersized, weak and even hairless 
pigs, but with the addition of 10 per 
cent meat meal tankage Other sows 
of the same age and breeding farrowed 
strong vigorous litters Such grains 
do not furnish pregnant sows suffic¬ 
ient growing material, called protein, 
to properly nourish tne unborn young. 
This growing material can be provid¬ 
ed in the form of tankage, oil meal, 
skim milk or butter milk—the latter 
tw 0 being available on many farms. 

Oats on the other hand even when 
fed as a single feed to young sows 
produce good average pigs though 
the sows did not gain as much in 
weight during the pregnancy period as 
did the sows on othsr grain mixtures. 
This grain more nearly approaches a 
properly balanced feed for bred sows 
than any other single feed commonly 
produced in thi s section. Like all 
othef classes of animals, however, 
brood sows appreciate variety. 

The following rations have proved 
vpry satisfactorry at the University; 

1 Gilts weighing 265 lbs were fed 
1 pound per head per day from a mix¬ 
ture of equal parts or crushed oats, 
crushed barley and wheat bran con¬ 
taining 6 per cent, tankage for the 
morning meal; 7 tbs (.weighed in the 
usual sloppy condition) per head 
thoroughly cooked garbage or kitchen 
refuse- aV .neon-: a-sd- 1_. 1--3 -ths .whole 
oats scattered on the ground for the 
evening feed. With mature sows the 
tankage could be omitted from this 
ration. 

2. Gilts weighing 225 ths consumed 
3 1-3 lbs whole oats per head per day 

3 & 4. Some young sows weighing 
215 lbs were allowed 3 1-3 lbs per 
day of barley with 10 per cent meat 
same weight were fed tne same quan¬ 
tity of frozen wheat with meat meal 
tankage. 

5 Sows weighing 370 lbs were 
fed 2 lbs par head in the morning 
from o mlxtrure of crushed oat s 5 
parts; crushed barley 2 parts; wheat 
bran 3 parts; and in the evening 1 2-3 
tbs of whole oats per head. 

With all the above rations water, 
salt and some mineral either in the 
form of fiAe coal or ashes were al¬ 
lowed at will.
